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GILBY's Survey of the Roads, has for many Years been highly ample, the Road from London to Barnſtable plate 32, commences at An- 


eſteemed by the public. 


John Ogilby, Eſq; Surveyor to King Charles II. was ordered by the 
King and Lords of his Council, to make a Survey of the chief Roads 
throughout England and Wales. Accordingly with proper Aſſiſtants, after 
many Years indefatigable labour, he compleated the work, and had it en- 
grav'd on 100 large folio Copper-Plates. This pompous Publication was 
much conſulted at home by the curious, whoſe ſhelves were generally fur- 
niſhed therewith, but the ſize of that edition was too large for a Travelling 
Companion; whereas it is on the Road, and at baiting places on a Journey, 
that Travellers have the greateſt ſervice from maps of this Kind. 


On this account, the late ingenious Geographer Mr. John Senex, F. R. S. 
reduced the 100 large plates of Mr. Ogilby into the fame number of ſmall 
ones. By this means he made the Survey portable for the Pocket, and yet 
preſerved with great perſpicuity, the particulars delineated in thoſe larger 
plates, and added ſeveral improvements as he thought convenient. 


This neat Edition of the 8 exhibited by Mr. Senex, has been lately 


reviſed, ſeveral neceſſary alterations have been made, and ſome Roads 
never before publiſhed are drawn and added to it. A great number of uſe- 
ful references are now engraved, by which the Traveller is directed to the 
pages, where the Roads either branch from, or interſect each other; by re- 
garding of which, in a vaſt variety of inſtances, he will be enabled to con- 
nect one road with another, change his tour, and form circuits round the 
country, as he pleaſes. Theſe references are ſo neceſſary in a work of this 
kind, that it is aſtoniſhing the firſt edition of Mr. Ogilby, and all the ſub- 
BR ones till now, ſhould have appeared without them. 


All the Direct Roads from London are compriſed in \ thirty-eight Itinera- 
ries. Of theſe the firſt fourteen, from page one to 31, are called Direct 
Independent Roads : by which is meant, thoſe Roads which are delinear\' 


in this Survey with the city of London at their commencement. * 


From plate 32 to 58 are contained the Direct n Roads; called 
Dependent, becauſe they are laid down in the Survey as branching from the 
former Roads at a diſtance from London. 
town whenceaDependentRoad branches, having beenſhewn in a preceding 
plate, inſtead of needleſs repetitions, a reference is made to the page where 


the plan of the Road is exhibited from London to that place. For ex-

| Cover, and refers to the Land's-End Road plate 25, where the Road from 


London to Andover is delineated. 


The Croſs Roads follow from page 59 to the end of the volume. Theſe 
are Roads whoſe commencement is not at London, but which begin at 
ſome other principal town, and lead croſs the country to another town ot 


note or traflic, 


A Direct Road may ſometimes be further extended, by continuing it 
into a Croſs Road. For example, the Road from London to Gloceſter 
plate 15, being the direct way to Hereſord, may be extended thither in 


plate 78, where the Road is delineated from Gloceſter through Roſs and 


Hereford, as part of the Croſs Road to Montgomery. So the Direct 
Road to Shrewtbury plate 3, may be extended to Wrexham in the Croſs 
Road from Shrewſbury to Holywell plate 94. The Road from London to 
Cheſter plate 23, is continued to Holywell in plate 94. And plate 101 
continues the Direct Road from Vork in plate 7, to Whitby. The general 
map of the Roads prefixt, helps to diſcover many inftances of this kind; 
but the references added to this edition are peculiarly uſeful to that purpoſe. 


TheRoads are alphabeticallyranged in the aforementioned three Claſſes. 
In a very few inſtances this method is varied, by intermixing ſome Croſs 
Roads among the Direct: this was done to fill up vacant parts of the 
page, but the traveller will find his convenience in it. Such Croſs Roads 
always leading from a principal town in the Direct Road deſcribed upon the 
ſame plate, to another town of eminence in the neighbouring country. As 
in plate 4, from Arundel to Chicheſter. Plate 52, from Southampton ta 
Wincheſter, &. The Roads from Chelmsford to Braintree and Sudbury, 
&c. plate 68, and from Canterbury to Sandwich plate 69, &c. are continu- 
ations of Direct Roads; but being extended croſs the country, are placed 


in the claſs of Croſs Roads. 


Each Road is Gadd to be drawn on a long Roll, making ſeveral bend- 
ings backwards and forwards ; on theſe bendings the plan of the Road ix 
drawn, beginning at the bottom on the left Hand, and proceeding upwards 
to the top of the firſt bending, 13 then continued from the bottom of the 
next; and fo along the Roll, from the top of one bend to the bottom of 
another till the R Load is nniſhed. By following ta2 meaſured miles in their 
numerical order up the bends of the ſcroll; thi. method vill be underitood 
at the f:rft inſpection.

The Roads are bounded by two parallel black lines = when hedged in 
on both ſides. When a Road is open on both ſides, as in crofling an heath 
or common, it is then deſcribed by parallel dotted points : : : : : 
on one fide and open on the other, the incloſure is delineated by a black 
line, the open fide by dotted points Every meaſured mile on the 
Road is terminated by a black dot between the two parallel lines ; the 
figures oppoſite to the dot, ſhew the number of miles from the town where 
the menſuration begins ; which in all the Dire& Roads from London, 15 
from the end of Cornhill where Biſhopſgate-Street leads to theNorth; Gra- 
cious-Street to the South; Leadenhall-Street to the Eaſt; and Cornhill to 
the Weſt, | ED, 


Beſides the meaſured miles ſet down in numerical order on the fide of 


each Road, the number of computed miles are inſerted near all the noted 


cities and towns, and every where diſtinguiſhed by the abbreviation com. 
for computed.. For example, from London to Oxford meaſures 55 miles, 
but its computed diſtance is ſhewn to be but 47, by adding com. after the 
figures. The direct flat horizontal diſtance of the town at the end of each 
Road, from the town at the beginning of it, is likewiſe ſet down, by which 
the curious will ſee how many miles the Road winds in travelling to that 
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If bounded 


place, and how much nearer it lies upon a ſtreight line, without the aſ- 
cent and deſcent of hills in the way. a ö . 


The plan of each Road is laid down in ſuch a diſtinct manner, that the 
Traveller before he begins his ſtage, may have the ſatisfact ion of ſeeing in 


what places his journey leads over a plain; where he is to paſs over hills; 


what rivers he muſt croſs ; how far his rout is through one county, and 
where he enters into another. The bearing of the Road is ſhewn him in 
each diviſion, by the Flower de Lis, which is every where pointing to the 
North, and the other three ſtrokes of the compaſs to the three other cardinal 
points. The little openings on either fide of the Road, ſhew him the turn- 
ings to be avoided : and the names of the places they lead to are inſerted 
for his information. | | = | 


The direct Road from London to any place of note, will eaſily be found 
in the following Table: wherein are likewiſe included many towns on the 
Croſs Roads, which the extenſion of a Dire& Road would reach. As for 
example, Sunderland in the Croſs Road from Durham to Tinmouth plate 
97 : the Road plate 8, might be continued thither from Durham, it being 
the direct way to Sunderland. Other examples of this kind have already 


been given, and more will be diſcovered by attending to the references.
